Government of Brazil for 1,050,000 bags 
of coffee. As the Board bought the wheat 
for the U. S. Government, the transaction 
is in the nature of barter between the two 
governments. 

Brazil, it is to be inferred, was short 
of money and short on wheat, but long on 
coffee. Hence the decision to short-cut 
procedure and exchange the commodities 
directly, instead of buying and selling in 
the usual way. The fact that the United 
States has gathered in most of the world’s 
gold supply may have something to do 
with this reversion to man’s original way 
of doing business, 

President Hoover’s Democratic friends 
are likely to get a good deal of amusement 
and perhaps some campaign material out 
of the incident, It is a fresh and rather 
striking demonstration that foreign trade 
is essentially a matter of exchanging prod- 
ducts. That a Republican Government is 
obliged to admit the point will not be over- 
looked by its critics. 


WHAT ABOUT THE JASPER TRAIL? 


A despatch from Victoria states that 
Hon. H. H. Stevens has completed an ar- 
rangement with the Government of Brit- 


ish Columbia to commence work at once 
on the Trans-Canada highway from Van- 
couver to the Alberta boundary, “via 
Kamloops and Revelstoke.” This con- 


firms the unwelcome news brought back 
from Ottawa by the member for East Ed- 
monton, that the national highway is to 
cross the mountains by the southern route, 
and that Edmonton and Central Alberta 
are thus definitely off the map so far as 
that project is concerned. 

But the British Columbia Government 
is also establishing camps at Blue River 
at present time, for the extension of 
the Kamloops-Blue River highway to Jas 
per. This work is also being done under 
arrangement with the Dominion Govern- 
ment for the apportionment of cost 

The Government of Alberta has quite 
as good a claim that the Dominion should 
assist in the completion of the highway 
from Edmonton to Jasper as has the B. C. 
Government for federal aid in the con- 
struction of the road to Jasper from Kam- 
loops. That claim the Government of this 
province should press with all energy and 
urgency. In plain justice, Alberta is as 
much entitled as British Columbia to as 
sistance in the building of a highway to 
the great national park at Jasper 

The completion of these two stretches 
on either side of Jasper, would provide al 
ternative routes to the coast for residents 
of Alberta, and would give Edmonton and 
the central part of the province a chances 
to attract some of the tourist traffic which 
will pour along the Trans-Canada, and of 
which Edmonton will little or none 
until the highway via Jasper is opened 
through to Kamloops.

net. The third alternative was to arrange 
a coalition government to carry through 
the crisis. But no party wanted an elec- 
tion, the Government probably least of all, 
since its members were divided among 
themselves and could not hope to win 
Neither Mr. Baldwin nor Mr. Lloyd George 
could command a majority in the Hous« 
of Commons. The formation of a coalition 
ministry was thus almost inevitable. 

In the background looms the fact that 
cutting expenditure is bound to be a diffi- 
cult and thankless business. Retrenchment 
means refusing to spend as much money 
as has formerly been spent. Sugar-coat 
the pill never so sagaciously—in the end 
curtailment involves cutting down wages, 
or suspending public services, or refusing 
desired services and improvements. These 
are activities which do not make a govern- 
ment popular. Hence the refusal of any 
party single-handed to take the responsi- 
bility. With the retrenching done by a 
coalition cabinet, all parties will share 
whatever hostility may be aroused, and 
none may turn the situation to its own ad- 
vantage 

That the merger will be short-lived is 
expected, and may be taken for granted 
It comes into existence for a specific pur- 
pose. When that purpose is accomplished, 
there will in all probability follow a gen- 
eral election, and from that the establish- 
ment of a government representing which- 
ever party the electors return with a 
working majority. Coalition governments 
are not popular in Britain, and a coalition 
government that slashes the expenditure 
to the amount of $600,000,000 will cer- 
tainly write its own death warrant.

theory that mass-welfare is best 
secured as a by-product of the en- 
lightened exercise of the private 
rights of industrialist 

How has this theory fared in the 
world of facts? 

Despite the criticisms that have 


been levelled against it by the radical 


theorists and the social unfortunates 


the capitalistic industrialism of the 
Western world, during the hundred 
years that ended about the middle of 
the nineteenth century, produced an 
amazing advance in the material as- 
pects of Western civilization 

During the last two decades, in par- 
ticular, Western capitalism, without 
recanting its doctrine of private 
rights, has increasingly acknowledged 
the fact that industry has the social 


function of assuring the physical sup- 


port and social enrichment of the life 
j of the masses 

And, when its economic curve has 
been in the ascendant, Western capi- 
talism, despite inequalities and in- 
justices it has here and there engen 
dered, has gone far towards discharg- 
ing this social function 

Its prosperity, although dishearten- 


ingly spotty and disturbingly insecure 
has been more widely distributed than 
the prosperity of any alternative 
tem that has had to serve swarming 
millions of population 

But, at the moment. the economic 
curve of Western capitalism dips men- 
acingly downward 

Roughly reckoned, since about the 
middle of the nineteenth centur 
Western capitalism has been increas- 
ingly harrassed by social problems 
that begin to threaten its stability 
interludes of excep- 
tional prosperity that have made it 
forget, for a time, the stubborn social 
issues that confronted it 

The seven fat years that lately lifi- 
ed business to new high levels were 
such an interlude, but that interlude 
ended in an all-Western depression 
that has led some of capitalism's 
anxious friends to wonder whether its 
initial success is to be followed by in- 
evitable self-defeat 

IT do not think self-defeat is in-

HAWLEY-SMOOT TARIFF ACT 

When the newly-elected congress 
convenes next December, it cannot 
meet the challenge of unemployment 
without revsing the Hawley-Smoot 
tariff act of 1930 In operation this 
iniquitous law is proving itself to b 


the enemy instead of the protector of 


American labor, American industry 
and American commerce Canada’s 
recent action in increasing its tariff 


duties was undoubtedly a measure of 
retaliation against the United Btates 
for the excessive rates in the Hawley- 
Smoot law And this retaljation by 
Canada js forcing American industry 
to bui'd branch factories in Canada 
that will employ fore'gn labor, More 
and more these foreign branches will 
supply the export trade which has 
hitherto been supplied by home fac- 
tories employing American jabor 
Canada's retaliation will probably 
prove to be the forerunner of retalia- 
tion by many other foreign nations

AUGU"™ 25th 

James Watt died August 25th, 1819 
The many and invaluable inventions 
of Watt place him amongst the great- 
est benefactors of mankind, but there 
is a general tendency to credit him 
with much that he did not invent 
Probably the most popular knowledge 
connected with Watt is that which 
surrounds his early days, and pictures 
him concentrated over the kettle while 
the steam blows clouds of vapour for 
the consideration of the youthful in- 
vestigator, producing the subsequent 
invention of the steam engine. Great 
as is Watt's merit in connection with 
the steam engine, he cannot, however, 
be credited with its invention, His 
were the merits of an improver on an 
existing machine It is generally 
to Newcomen's engine that 
the foundation was laid to Watt's first 
and greatest invention in that direc- 
tion. Watt at the time was working 
as a mathematical instrument maker 


to the Univerr’*y of Glacvow, with a 


the model of a Newcomen fire 
belonging to the Univesity re- 
fusing to work, it was handed over to 
him for repairs Watt took it to 
pieces, saw its faults, and commenced 
the making of a true steam engine. 
The throttle governor which Watt ap- 
plied to the steam engine might more 
correctly be credited to Denis Papin, 
who bored the top of a boiler and in- 
serted a valve. In this boiler was 
cooked the famous supper for the 
members of the Royal Society which 
Evelyn describes so lusciously, entir- 
ely unconscious of the value of the 
valve A good anecdote of Watt is

ation, It appears Watt took a trip in 
1816 in one of the new vessels plying 
between Greenock and Rothesay, In
